from working as a miner at Mountain 
| Park as the result of information he 
had been given, and finding that his 
{home was being violated, Both men 
} are Russians, 

Calm and unruffled, the alleged 
slayer, guarded by A.P.P. officers, 
‘faced Coroner Dr, E. A, Brailhwaite 
held on Monday morning Mrs 
Colton was also present at the inquest 
held to decide the cause of death of 
John Andrychuk 
INQUEST VERDICT 

Following is the wording of the 
verdict: “The cause of death of Jack 
Andrychuk was shock and hemorrhage 
as the result of A gun-shut wound, the 
date and place of death being Juce 
27, 131, about midnight, at tne home 
of Lucas Colton, the shot being fired 
by Lueas Colton.” 

Evidence “adduced the 
indicated that the murder was pre- 
meditated, Following his arrival in 
Efmonton, Colton purchased a 655 
mm, rifle, and then took a bus to St 
Albert. At that point he boarded | 
Canadian National Railways train 

Colton left the train at a point we 
miles from Cherhill, and hiked! 
through the thick bush, intent upon 
coming up to his farm home without 
being seen 

All Friday night he waited 
day morning dawned, and still the 
killer lurked in the bush, intent on 
taking the life of the man whom he 
believed had been guilty of illicit rela- 
tions with Mrs, Colton. All through 
the heat of the day he lay there hid- 
den, Shortly before midnight he saw 
& figure approaching-—-saw the man 
enter the house, unaware of the sud- 
den and violent death which he was

EIGHT KIDDIES 
ARE DEAD IN 
QUEBEC BLAZE 


Mother Badly Burned Try- 
ing to Make Heroic 
Rescues

JONQUIERS, Que., June 29.—The 
lives of cight little children ranging 
in age from 11 months to 11 years 
were snuffed out in a fire early this 
morning which destroyed the home 
of their father, Xavier Potvin, a 
farmer, near this Saguenay district 
town, Mrs, Potvin was seriously 
burned in an unsuccessful attempt 
to save two of the youngsters, 

The farmer and his wife, who had 
retired about midnight, were awakened 
at one o'clock to find the interior of 
their liltle frame dwelling filled with 
spioke and all access to the sleeping 
quarters of the Ittle tots in the upper 
part of the house cut off 

Potvin, being unable to reach the 
children, leaped through a window 
and went in search of a ladder, When 
he returned it was too late to rescue 
the youngsters The house was a 
seething mass of flames and all of the 
little ones perished 

Mrs, Potvin also made a brave at- 
tempt to save her children and was 
able to reach two of them, She car- 
ried them to a window but was forced 
to drop them back into the burning 
building when she was overcome by 
smoke 

With her clothing enveloped in 
flames the mother had barely time 
to escape by Jumping from the win- 
dow She sustained severe bruises 
and was seriously burned 

Later a search was made of the 
ruins and a quantity of charred and 
blackened bones were found and 
placed in @ box, It was thought the 
fire was caused by defective wiring
